On 30 September t Jt, ZHCIOWN-PBPHIMB Chairman for that month, 
called a meeting of the HTJIBIGR Executive Committee at which cz. 

In 
essence this mesto random read:

during which month he was Chairman. 

e. The ZPCSGWN-PBFRIM33 backers gave the Committee 15 days in 
which to reconsider their stand after which time the ZRGROlfU-PBPRIMBS 
, will call another meeting to receive HTNHIGS’e revised memorandum. 

As of this date said meeting has not been called by the ZRCRONR- 
PBPRIMP'S. iHalament was busy in Geneva on the slave labor matter, and 
HNLUJfPITihns been confined to his bdd with a cold following a fortnl,sJit’s 
leave. It Is expected that the meeting will be called within the next 
week. 



Private conversations held with various members of the HTMBICH indi- 
cate little change has taken place in the stand of the various Committee 
members on the question of broadening and reorganization as 'reported In 
C J's last monthly survey report. The only new development to occur 
concerns the reasons back of c 3 'e obstinate stand. 

Two days ago C 3 entertained 'C. ^ and two of his 

associates in his home. It was obvious that C 3 was despondent; in 

fact, he made the remark that he doubted if he would ever see his homeland 
again. Subsequent Investigation on L 3's part developed the following 
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a, LI \:^'e despondency Is reportedly due to the feet that 

he has received definite orders from HHCASIHIIGH that he is not to 
allow any cjianges In the structure of HTSII&H, 

"b. H J is fearful that the PEPRIMES will become dis- 

gusted with his behavior and cut off his welfare assistance fund. 

c, L J feels the HTMELOS Movement means nothing to 

MCASTIMa; that MCASTIE® prefers to deal with individuals when 
such dealings suit his needs end that the HIMELOH followers, whom 
(L 3has tried to hold together as an MCASTINO. force, will 

desert c; J. He feels some of them will join other political 

parties in Italy} that others will make their way to TPHOACH to 
hook up with IMSTRIB®. 

J to talk 

with -Zr 3in an effort to bolster his morale, d. J made little 

pTOgrsss ?w).d at one point In the conversation d j said that If 

things got any worse he believed the only way out was for him to commit 
suicide, a move which he had been conte??rplatlng for some time . C. 

3 also turned over toC ^ copies of letters received from 

SKCkASTIHOI'' s secretary instructing him to hold his position as proof that 
he c iS was not double crossing his KI58IME; friends but was acting 

only on the orders of RNCA^S!PIHG■. 

Copies of the letters were shown to C along with trans- 
lations which were retained by £: JT '□did not feel that the 

letters were as demanding as d 3 seems to think they are. The 

only one that had any outright Instructions fatittached tinder separate 

cover. 

C :l claims that this letter refers to his last conversation 

with RNCASTIMMn which .RHGASTDIO said "Do not accept the broadening of 
HTNStaH, remain on the first status quo of HTEKICH." 

After Carefully considering the foregoing, C -3 has decided to 
ease up on the pressure he has been maintaining on c: 3 to accept 

the PBPRIMB proposals, c seems to feel that L. 3 now has

C ^appreciates his position and that the PBPRIMBS will endeavor 

to get MCASTINQ to change his opinion without placing C J in the 

position of forcing MCASTIN&*s hand. 
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Both c: jy and Q.. .•} are fearful tha,tC. ‘3 will use the 

ahOTe information and that it will get hack to tENCASfINO and they in turn 
will ho outcasts for having informed H 2 ofcMGASTI'/fG-’s douhle-croes. 

L 3 has assured them that under no circvimstances will this Informa- 
tion he divulged to MCASTIMG. 

3 proposes that we let this matter of broadening and reorgani- 
sation rest in a state of suspension until c- -3 has his next meeting 
with H8CASTIM. If MCASTIHG sees fit to Issua newK Instructions in 
writing to 3 time, the broadening can he pushed in Borne 

elrclev. If not, we will simply maintain the pressure on the XBHAOBBIGT 
professors J’lst as we have hut will go slowly with C 3 in order not 

to force him into the drastic action he has been contemplating. 

L 3 must confess that the thought of c. 3’'s suicide had 

never entered his mind, hut If the old man should take this way out it 
would probably bring an end to HTNIIOH. 

Meanid\ile C j^has other plans for tightening the noose around 

the XNMAl^BICT professors' necks. Here are a few suggestions which will 
be cleared with hli?di«r authority before any action is taken. 

a. IT 3 has been seeking a replacement for C 
who, as the reader knows, will soon be shifted to the staff in SftQ-RIND 
in Hew York. has not been able to agree upon a replacement 

for L 3>.C 3 end his followers and C j might get together 

on a. candidate but the XHMAL'S'DIGl' professors are determined to put 
on© of their own men in the spot. In fact, they have been doing eome 
horse trading with C J' and he ha.s about agreed to let them have 

their way. Bor the umpteenth time. The laan they \^ant to put in the 
Job, t, 3, is probably the most radical of the professors' 

group, nekt to 3 himself. 

C 1- believes the tiiae Is right to tell that since 

they can no longer get together on the appointment of personnel, the 
PBPRIMES are disgusted and propose to operate HTGKJBBT much along 
the lines that JBCRPJ'T operates. In other tfords the PBP.lIt’IFS ’■rill 
jujn HT&HIJBBT, hiring that personnel needed to condtxct the 

operation without regard to political party. 

’* b. For some time HTHBIdR leaders have differed over the lOWAAHOO 
cadre in JBPARSOH. E 3 would propose that HTHEIGH be told that 

JBPABSOH Is being taken over completely MA/IPI® in S&CIBBR and that 
HTHBIOH political leaders no longer have any control or dealings 
whatsoever with this organization. 

c. Heretofore HTBlUffl Propaganda Committee has been treated 
with the utmost respect by ^HLOWPIf andiT „-?« An effort has 
always been made to euggeet rather than demand. Ih® two XWALWDIOT 
professors (Identities (1) and (2)) have gradually gotten a superior 
hand and more or less run their associates as they see fit. 3 




would propose taking a firmer hand In whleh he ae e PliPRIMffi repre- 
sentative footing the hills for propaganda activities would act as 
the Committee's Director. This would not he an outrij^t pronoxmce- 
inent but a gradual taking over of authority which the other memhere 
of the Propaganda. Committee have individually asked C to do 

on numerous occasions. 

There are many other little loose bolts here and there which can be 
tightened to bring the professors down to earth end protect the interests 
of the other members of RTHBICR who at the moment will privately concede 
that HTiPlIG-H is In reality the Committee for the professors of XNMAMDICT. 

Z. J would like to repeat that he will take no action along 
these lines tmtil such action is cleared with hi^er authority.

depending upon how the reader views it.
